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American Naval Officer Reports to Wash- 
ington That Number of Dead 
in Halifax Is 5,000. 


CIIY STILL STUNNED BY THE DISASTER 


Bulletin: 
Halifax, Dec. 7.—Up to 
noon today there had been no change 
in the police estimate of 2,000 dead j 
from yesterday's disaster. 
About the 
same number are injui-ed, two-thirds 
of whom are suffering from cuts from 
flying glass. 


A committee of bankers and brokers 
was formed today to meet tonight to 
take action upon the city's 
financial 
needs. 


REPORTS 5,000 DEAD. 


Washington, 
D. C., Dec. 
7.—Five 
thousand are believed 
to 
have 
been 
killed in the explosion In Halifax har- 
bor and the fire which swept North 
Halifax ajid Dartmouth, X. S., accord- 
ing to advices from a naval command- 
er reaching the navy department early 
todas". 
The navy dispatch said these 
figures had not been verified, however. 


The report which came from a naval 
commander who witnessed the explo- 
sion from a point 
fifty-two 
miles off 
Halifax and 
later proceeded to the 
harbor to render aid, said that all of 
North 
Halifax was destroyed, 
three 
ships sunk and many others damaged. 
The ruins of buildings are now burn- 
ing fiercely in North Halifax, the dis- 
patch concluded. 


The report as given out by the na\T 
department is as follows: 


"The following report was received 
from a naval commander at Halifax: 


" 'Whik; fifty miles away I saw the 
explosion of the munitions ship. Upon 
arrival assistance was oliered to the 
authorities and the following issued 
concerning the circumstances leading 
up to the explosion: 


" 'A 
Belgian 
relief 
ship 
collided 
with a French munition vessel, loaded 
with three thousand tons of P. N. T. 
and a large quantity of benzine. 
Due 
to the collision, the benzine caught on 
fire and as soon as the fire started the 
crew abandoned 
the 
ship, reaching 
shore before the explosion took place. 


" 'Practically all of North Halifax 
was destroyed and all of the windows 
and doors in Halifax and Dartmouth 
•were demolished. 


" 'It is believed there are 5,0 00 dead, 
but these figures cannot be confirmed. 
The explosion sunk three ships and 
badly 
damaged 
many 
others. 
The 
ruins of the buildings are now burning 
fiercely 
In North Halifax.' "

Halifax, Dec. 7.—Smouldering ruins 
and

houses continued today to give up their 
dead ^ictims of yesterday's explosion 
aboard the French line muntions laden 
steamship Monte Blanc 
following 
a 
collision in the narrows of Hi^^'liax har- 
bor with the Belgian 
relief' steamer 
Imoa in such numbers as to surpass 
any disaster on this continent in re- 
cent years. 


Estimates of the number of dead at 
2,000 or more appeared to be borne out 
by the rapidly filling morgues and in- 
creasing numbers of deaths 
reported 
from hospitals, private homes, churches 
and schools, where hundreds of dead 
are being cared for by their more for- 
tunate townsmen and members of re- 
lief parties from nearby cities. 


The exact number of dead 
it 
ap- 
peared certain today, might never be 
known on account of the many persons 
—entire families In some instances— 
of whom no trace ever wll be fôund 
other than charred bonçs in the ruins 
of t.helr homes. 


Search for Missing Friends. 


Dawn found the city still staggering 
under the frightfulness of its losses in 
human 
life and 
hundreds who 
had 
stood all night in lines formed at im- 
provised morgues continued their vigil 
with alternative expressions of fears 
and hopes on their faces. 
Others be- 
sieged the hospitals for news of the 
missing, and meanwhile relief parties 
continued their work of succor among 
the injured whom they found in the 
devi^stated Richmond and Dartmouth 
sections of the city. 
Aid from the out- 
side in the form of tons of supplies 
gave early evidence today that fears 
of a food shortage were unfounded and 
left the city and government officials 
free to direct the rescue work. 


Hunting for the Injured. 


Over the 
flame-swept 
area of Rich- 
mond, of approximately 
square 
miles, many searchers confined their 
efforts today to make sure that all of 
the injured were removed to hospitals. 
Other organized 
parties sought 
out 
those bodies that might be identified 
and rushed them to the morgues. 
In 
this section, extending from pier 8 
back to Gottingen street, not a building 
was left standing and here was the 
greatest loss of life. 


Buildings that withstood the force 
of the explosion were burned by the 
fire that swept the district and scores 
of the injured were taken from the 
ruins of thé railway station, the re- 
finery of the American Sugar Refining 
company, the military gymnasium and 
the arena rink, while few, if any, of 
the several hundred children attend- 
ing the Richmond school are known to 
have escaped. 


Area of Blast Immense. 


Across the narrows in the town of 
Dartmouth the results of the vast dam- 
age done by the force of the explosion 
became more apparent today, while 
reports from towns and villages within 
a radius of 100 miles indicate that the 
force of the impact was felt and In 
some cases resulted in property dam- 
age. 


At Truro, Amherst and other cities 
where the explosion was felt, efforts 
to get in wire communication 
with 
Halifax confirmed suspicions that the 
war port had met with a catastrophe, 
but It was several hours before a wire 
was placed in operation to inform the 
outside world of the extent of the dis- 
aster. 
Telegraph and telephone w^lres 
were torn down and in the first mo- 
ments of the ruin and death Halifax 
was completely Isolated. 
Early in the 
afternoon, several hours after the ex- 
plosion, a single wire was placed in 
operation by the Canadian Press Ltd., 
and over it news of the disaster and 
government messages told of the ex- 
tent of the needs 
of /the 
city 
and 
brought reassuring replies that every 
available means of transportation was 
being requisitioned ^to rush 
medical 
aid and supplies. 


Explosion in the Narrows. 


The explosion occurred In the nar- 
rows, a point In the harbor less than 
half a mile wide. 
On the north shore 
Is the town of Dartmouth, on the south 
shore, the Richmond section of the 
city. 
Sloping land on each side of the 
narrows forms In effect a trough which 
served to confine the blast and increase 
Its Intensity and destructlvenes«. 


The main water 
front 
buildings, 
great piers tor loading ships and ware- 
houses for munitions and supplies are 
located south of the narrows, and they 
escaped the full force of the blaat.

SENATE PASSES 


Without Dissenting Vote, Resolutioii 
Putting Austro-Hungarian Empire / 
Among Enemies Goes Through. 


HOUSE WILL PASS IT BY THIS EVENING 


Washington, D. C.. 
Dec. 
7.—With 
less than an hour's debate the senate 
today pas.sed the resolution declaring 
war on Austria-Hungary. 


The resolution was adopted by the 
senate unanimously, 
70 to 0. 
Sen- 
ators Gronna of North Dakota, Nor- 
ris, of Nebraska, and Vandaman, <;f 
Mississippi, who voted 
against 
the 
Germán war 
declaration, 
supported 
the resolution. 
Senator LaFollettc of 
Wisconsin, left during 
the 
speech 
making and did not cast his vote. 


No time for a vote on the resolution 
was set by the house but it was believed 
that it might 
be 
expected 
before 6 
o'clock this evening. 


Meanwhile 
there was every 
indi- 
cation that the resolution would pass 
in the house with only one dissenting 
vote—Representative 
London, social- 
ist. 
^Members were so sure of it that 
they deserted the chamber in droves to 
escape the speech making and return 
later for the voting. 
After the house 
acts the two resolutions will be recon- 
ciled or one substituted for the other. 


In the Senate. 


Debate on the Austrian 
resolution 
began shortly after the senate con- 
vened, unanimous consent being sa- 
cured for its immediate consideration. 
Chairman Stone presented 
the 
war 
senate 
resolution 
against 
Austria- 
Hungary and moved 
its 
immediate 
adoption. 
Besides the fact that Aus- 
tria is German's active ally and as .such 
has committed warlike acts against the 
United States, Senator Stone declared 
there was the further reason that inas- 
much as Italy, France and 
Belgium 
comprised one battie front, American 
troops might at any time be facing 
Austrians. 


Senator Stone made no reference to 
Turkish or Bulgarian relations. 


"In this great world struggle," said 
Senator Stone, "all men know of the 
intimate and apparently 
indi.ssoluble 
relations between the governments of 
Germany 
and 
Austria-Hungary. 
In 
the progress of events it has become 
mapifest that the United States is in- 
eveitably as much at war with Austria- 
Hungary as with Germany. 
In the 
circumstances 
it 
is impossible 
that 
amicable relations between 
the 
two 
countries should be continued. 


Make« No Difference. 


"I am told that American troops are 
up to this date massed in France, but 
if they are operating on one of the long 
defined battle fronts which embraces | 
Belgium and Italy I cannot see that It 
would 
make 
any 
difference 
where 
Americans, British. French or Italian 
troops might for the moment be lo- 
cated.

sort in the near future." 
V'No hint is given of the 
commis- 
sipii's attitude toward the eastern arid 
western railroads' pending application 
for increased freight rates to meet ex- 
traordinary expenses. 


Traffic Co-operation Developed. 
Mainly through new 
powers 
over 
car service, says the commission, 
it 
has been able to develop traffic co- 
operation between roads in the most 
econo^iic use of freight cars.

LESSON FOR DECEMBER 9 ' 


, LESSON TEXT-Nehemiah 8:1. 4. 4, 
t>12. Read entire chapter. 


GOLDEN TEXT-Thy word is a Itmp 
iinto my feet, and a light unto my pa^h.— 
119:106. 


The first day of the seventh month 
!C8:2) was about October 444 B. C. 
¡Seven days feast (vv. 15-18) was the 
ifeast ot the Tabernacles beginning 
the 15th of the seventh month (Octo- 
!ber) and continuing for seven or 
eight days (Lev. 23). 
Nehemiah was 
the governor; Ezra the scribe, chief 
priest; and Artaxerxes, king of Per- 
tfa, ruler over Palestine. 
It would be 
jbiteresting to look up the sudden in- 
S 
erjectlon of Ezra's name Into this 


Iscourse ; also the special reasohs for 
teaching the Bible. There Is in this 
(Chapter a record of a full week and 
jpf the daily events of that week. 


I. The Preparation. 
Go back to 
^erse 70 of the preceding chapter, and 
you will find that the temple had just 
been receiving some large gifts. The 
task of finishing the wall was also 
completed, all of which gives point to 
•verse one, where it sfly.s that the peo- 
ple gathered themselves together as 
ione man. 
This was an ancient open- 
air meeting, one we do well to study. 
The people requested Ezra to "bring 
the book." 
It needed no catch-penny 
operations to draw the crowd togeth- 
er. 
The writer of Nehemiah calls the 
book "the law which the Lord hath 
¡commanded unto Moses." 
(See v. 1 
icf. V. 14.) This, of course, would In- 
fclude Leviticus, Numbers, and Deuter- 
jonomy, an indication as to the Mosaic 
authorship of the Pentateuch, which is 
In line with the statement that Jesus 
Christ made that it was God who had 
written it as he had 
commanded 
Moses. It was not a mob; there was 
organization and equipment. 
(See v. 
S and 4.) The Bible was also read so 
that the people could understand it 
(v. 2) ; certainly something that Is in 
demand In our present day. 
Ezra 
«pened the book in the sight of all the 
jpeople, for he stood on an elevation 
above them (v. 5) and read "dis- 
itinctly." 


II. The Reading of the Word. They 


itead the book, not from some com- 
:mentary or quarterly, though these 
have value in their place. The read- 
ing began with reverence. Reverence 
'for but not a worship of the book. 
The Bible is not a fetish or a charm 
against sickness or accident. 
The 
verse "caused the people to under- 
stand the law." (v. 7) probably means 
ithat Is was translated Into the ver- 
inacular, the language of the common 
people. 
While God's word is a plain 
-book and easy to read, nevertheless 
jmen of spiritual understanding are 
jneeded to "rightly divide" it unto the 
Ipeople (v. 7). 
However, the great In- 
terpreter of the Bible given by the Fa- 
;ther Is the Holy Spirit himself (John 
)16:12-jr»; 
I 
John 
2:20-27). 
ffhis 
method of beginning the study of the 
word and its continuance as presented 
In these verses is a good suggestion 
for modern Sunday school workers. 


III. The Hearing of the Word. (vv. 
'0-17). 
As Ezra and Nehemiah and 
tlie'r associates and Levites taught 
the people, there was a flve-fold result. 
'First: 
There 
was conviction 
and 
•mourning. 
The word of God always 
convicts of sin, but the people were 
told not to mourn over the past, nor 
were they to weep, for all the people 
wept fv, 9). 
When men hear the 
words of the law there will be con- 
>ictlon of sin. 
(See Eph. 6:7; Heb. 
4:12.) Weeping may mot, however, be 
conviction (2 Cor. 7.-10). 
Weeping 
weakens, but that was not designed, 
rather the exhilaration of joy. More- 
over, they were to seek the refresh- 
iment of food and drink. 
Indeed, the 
ijoy of the Lord was to be their 
strength (v. 10). "And there was very 
great gladness" (v. 17), 
In verse 11 
we are told that the Levites exhorted 
the people to hold their peace, that 
thé day wns holy and that they should 
be grieved. 
To this the people re- 
sponded (v. 12), and made great mirth, 
because they had understood the dec- 
laration of the word of the Lord. No- 
tice that joy and gladness came aher 
obedience, also that Nehemiah, the 
governor, had a part in the teaching. 
It is a great thing for any people when 
their civil rulers are genuine, intelli- 
gent, and spiritual leaders. The peo- 
ple were instructed to show their grati- 
tude as well as their piety by remem- 
bering "those for whom nothing had 
been prepared" tv. 10). Tj'he fourth 
result was peace (v. 11)—the peace 
qf right relation with God (Rom. 5: 
1; Phil. 4:7). 


Fifth Result: Service. 
Mourning can very easily be con- 
tinued too long, and, therefore, it was 
necessary to employ the emotion of 
mirth and the exercise of work that 
Àe people might enter into this peace, 
^he fifth result, therefore, was serv- 
ice (V. 12). . Notice that their thanks- 
giving portions and their service were 
based upon an intelligent knowledge 
of (Sod's word. If there is anything 
tùAt present-day social service needs, 
It is the Illumination which comes 
from a knowledge of God's word. Last 
of all, worship (w. 13-18). 
Worship 
1« a compound of "worth" and "ship."

Quentin as "O. C. Rats,"—the initials

The rats were probably worse in this 
battalion's section of the line last win- 
ter than anywhere else in Flanders, and 
many were the devices tried against the 
little enemy. 
Traps of all kinds were 
tried. 
Rat 
devouring 
dogs 
were 
brought up, but in vain. 
A cat with a 
tremendous reputation in the French 
villages was purchased and did well at 
first, killing four rats in twenty-four 
hours and intimidating many others. 
Thereupon the battalion made much of 
the victorious animal, to its undoing, 
for it adapted itself as if by instinct to 
the life of a regimental pet, that is, it 
ate as much as it could of the men's 
rations, took the warmest corner avail- 
able. and quit work. 


Finally the battalion staff held a war 
council and di.spatched one of its num- 
, ber to London to bring back three or 
j four good ferrets. 
I 
In the trenches, the ferrets were an 
I object of great interest. Private Thom- 
I aa Merryfleld emerged from obscurity 
. and was assigned to take charge of the 
I newcomers. 
From that day forward 
i he was known to the army as O. C. 
Rats. He took his duties seriously, and 
immediately went into action against 
the little enemy that had been stealing 
food off the tables, running over of- 
flceVs* faces at night, chewing even the 
laces from men's boots. 


The ferrets and their "O. C." put up 
some great hunts. 
There were 
mo- 
ments of great excitement when the 
rats bolted wholesale before the new 
attack and were clubbed to death in 
the trench by the enthusiastic 
men. 
There were also moments of breathless 
anxiety when one of the precious fer- 
rets emerged from a bolt hole some- 
where below the barbed wire and was 
reported 
steering 
for 
the 
German 
trenches. 
One day Merryfleld won the 
cenaure..o( the authoritlei and the en- 
thualaatle approynl «hd i»rftfi^> Qt his 


from No-Man's Land in daylight and 
under fire. 


Little by little the art of rat hunt- 
ing was learned by the whole battalion. 
; Men became wise in ferret lore, cun- 
i ning in interpreting the noises of an 
underground struggle l>etween the an- 
tagonists. 
The rats have ever since 
given that section of the battle zone a 
wide berth and the fame of the win- 
ter's successful anti-rat offensive is 
known to all the army.

THE HALIFAX CATASTROPHE. 


As the train of reports continues out of 
Halifax the magnitude of the catastrophe that 
has overvrhelmed that city is revealed as 
worse and still worse. The extent of destruc- 
tion and the loss of life make up a tale of 
horror that permit small latitude for exag- 
geration. A large part of the city has been 
razed by the explosion and much of what was 
spared by that frightful blast has been de- 
voured by the flames that followed. It may 
be some days before the loss of life can be 
determined with anything like accuracy, but 
there seems to be no doubt that thousands 
¡lave perished in the disaster. 


No reason has appeared to make any ques- 
tion that the catastrophe was due to an aeci- 
'dent. A French munitions ship freighted with 
several thousands tons of high explosives was 
rammed by another vessel and set on fire. 
The explosion that followed in the Jiarbor 
probably cannot be described. 
It can be 
understood only by its consequences. 
There 
is no evidence on any hand to support a be- 
lief that enemy agents had anything to do in 
causing the disaster. No such suspicion lias 
been voiced. The hazards that constantly at- 
tend the transportation of explosives have 
simply gone against those who were moving 
them. It is to be noted as a remarkable inci- 
dent that this is the first disastrous mischance 
that has come about in the shipping of mil- 
lions of tons of explosives from America to 
Europe since the war began. Its consequences 
¡are stupendous because it took place in port. 
Had it oecTirred at sea there would have been 
merely the destruction of the ship and the loss 
;of those on board. 
In port there was pro- 
yided an immense theater of destruction and 
what happened was precisely what would 
have been the result of a similar accident in 
jmy port. 
• The disaster will take rank with the great 
catastrophes that have occurred on this con- 
tinent. The loss of life appears at this time 
to have been less than accompanied the Johns- 
town flood in 1889 and less than the human 
toll taken in the tidal wave that swept over 
..Galveston seventeen years ago. The material 
destruction is not nearly so great as the case 
•was in San Francisco when the earthquake 
kindled the fire that left that city almost 
"wholly a blackened desolation or in Chicago 
when flames consumed the greatest and best 
part of that city. The Halifax catastrophe, 
however, must have exceeded any of them in 
the horror of its accompaniments. Under the 
inestimable force of that destroying blast 
everything withered and crumbled instantly. 


Halifax will need help. 
Thousands are 
homeless and will suffer from hunger. Thou- 
sands are injured and must be ministered to. 
The city is in the midst of winter's rigors and 
there must be prompt relief of deprivation and 
want that are widespread and have come sud- 
"denly. Whatever thé need is that this nation 
and its people can supply will be neither with- 
held nor delayed. 


Director Lawreucc that his investigations 
show there are "hundreds and even thousands 
of tons of coal in Fort Wayne yards" per- 
haps is true. This is a city of some eighty or 
niiiety thousand inhabitants. 
Its industries 
are numerous and varied. Its consumption of 
coal is immense. "Thousands of tons" here 
has a different significance from thousands of 
tons in Richmond, for instance. 


We are glad to learn that the coal situation 
in Fort Wayne is less serious than was be- 
lieved. 
It is a relief to know that at the 
threshold of winter a fuel famine does not 
exist. 
But it ought to be kept in mind by 
Fort Wayne people that the discovery of a 
situation better than was thought is no token 
for abandonment of fuel conservation. 
Cold 
weather is just beginning. 
There are three 
and perhaps four months of winter's v.orst 
rigors yet to come. It may and it probably 
will be more difficult later on to procure coal 
than it has been up to this time. The rail- 
roads have not yet entered into the season of 
transportation's most acute difficulties and 
later on when the need of fuel is greater it 
may be a deal harder to obtain. So if there 
is a good coal situation here in Fort \Vayne 
let the most be made of it that it remain good 
against the inevitable day when it will be 
needed and wanted much worse than it is novr. 


The scarcity of coal is no fiction, as many 
commimities in the country can 
bitterly 
testify. That-the shortage here is not acute 
is due partly to the diligence of local dealers, 
perhaps, and partly to the advantages of 
transportation that this city enjoys. If that 
is luck, then Fort AVayne is "coal lucky," as 
Director Lawrence describes the case. 
Let 
our luck be treated with respect and tender- 
ness and the stores of coal here be made to 
last just as long as prudence and economy 
can make them. For, once more, "thousands 
of tons" in a city of this size means little Avith 
a long Avinter ahead and the replenishment of 
supplies uncertain, not to say precarious. We 
are well off for coal only for the time being, 
and no one should be misled as to the truth of 
the greater concern by what Director Lav/- 
rence tolls about our "luck." Luck is a thing 
that seldom lasts.

To a b a n d o n 
our most cherished holiday and its fine cheer, 
its Avarmth of sentinjient and its generous feel- 
ing. to extinguish the heartening glou- oi! hu- 
manity that is kindled in the bosoms of us 
all at this season AVoukKnot only not help us 
along in ti)e Avar but would do much to unlit 
us for the heaA-y task in hand. 


To keep Christmas as it should be kept 
there need be no extravagances and no Avaste. 
There can be giA'ing and receiving in a ra- 
tional, good-hearted Avay that Avill be a help 
to everybody. The necessity may be that more 
care and discrimination 
mark 
the 
usual 
Christmas shopping and that Avould be no evil 
practice even if there 
Avere no Avar. 
But 
there is no reason at all that the people of 
this country should shut out the Avarmth and 
gloAv and cheer of Christmas from their hearts 
and homes and settle doAvn to a time of dark 
brooding and unhappy misgiving. 


Let us do those things that patriotic duty 
now requires of us all. We can conserve food 
and husband fuel and Avork for the Red Cross 
and give to the Y. M. C. A. and buy Liberty 
bonds and uphold the gOA'ernment Avith heart 
and hand and each carry his oAvn burden of 
the war, Avhatever it chiefly may be, and at 
the same time keep in strong spirit for all 
the labor and sacrifice that Avar must impose, 
without casting out from among us the finer 
and better things of life, of which none is 
finer and better thaft the generous feelings 
and practices that are the universal tokens 
at Christmastide. 


Keep Christmas alive and hearty as ever.

How Much Do We Pay Our Soldiers? 


To Anxious Inquirer. 


Rem: 
What about the Transfer Corner? 
1» ft 
to die an untimely death, or is It to be transferred 
on the eve of the Great Consolidation?—A. I. 


Dear one, it is to be thrust through the little 
door into oblivion—into the oubliette, where you 
will find the cat that stank the reservoir, the mil- 
lionaire clock, our last year's shoes, the shattered 
remains of the worm that made Fort Wayne fa- 
mous, and ourself. 


Ask the first ten people you meet 
what Uncle Sam pays his soldiers. It 
will be safe to bet they won't know. 


Half of them may have Some ha/.y 
idea about a "dollar a day," and you 
will find lots of people who 
think 
Uncle Sam still pays the old scale oi" 
$13 a month, but few outside the army 
know the ins and outs of the wagd 
scale, even for private soldiers. 


The whole pay system of the Uni- 
ted States army has been revolution- 
ized since the war started. 


A private in Uncle Sam's armies, 
regular. National guard or National 
army, i-eceives in cash, as long as he 
is in the United States, $33 a mont'n, 
in addition to food, clothing, and med- 
ical attendance. 


When he is sent to Europe he gels 
20 per cent, extra, whether in train- 
ing or in the trenches, which brinns 
the minimum cash pay up to $33.60 
a month, or $1.30 a day. 


The revolutionary part of the pay 
system, however, about which 
most 
people are ignorant, is the scale of al- 
lowances made by the government t ) 
the soldiers' dependents. 
We are thus 
breaking away from tlie old theory of 
paying soldiers a flat wage for 
fight- 
ing to the new theory that the nation 
is responsible for the welfare not on- 
ly of the man in service, but for the 
dependent.«! whom he left behind him. 


Under this new scheme if "there's 
a wee wifie waiting" she receives each 
month direct from Uncle Sam $15 a 
month, which is virtually an addition 
to the fighting man's wages and brings 
iiis total compensation up to .$48 a 
month while he is in the United States 
and to $54.60 abroad. 


IC there is one child with the wife, 
the allowance is $25 a month; 
two 
children, $32.50, and so on up the 
point where with a wife and six chil- 
dren Uncle Sam pays $50 a 
month 
in cash to the family. 


It may not be enough to support 
them, even with what the enlisted man 
can send home out of his wages, but 
It is at least a recognition of Uncle 
Sam's responsibility and a 
bulwark 
against dependence on charity. 


Allowances are also provided 
for 
dependent parents, $10 a month for 
each, and for brothers, sisters 
and 
grandchildren, $5 a month for each, 
with the proviso that In any case the 
government will not pay to the d«i- 
pendents of any man more than $50 
a month.

governmental allowance, the only pro- 
vision being that if it is born after 
December 31, 1917, it must be born in 
the United States. 
So in the case of 
a wife, there need be no legal mar- 
riage if there is proof that they have 
lived together as man and wife for 
two j-ears prior to enlistment. 


Uncle Sam. also sees to it that h's 
soldiers do not throw all the burden 
of caring for dependents on his broad 
shoulders, by making it compulsory 
for each man who has left a wife or 
child behind to pay to them through 
the treasury at least | l ó a month and 
as much more a« will equal the al- 
lowances which Uncle Sam makes up 
to half a man's pay. Thus for the man 
in service abroad who has left a wife 
and child behind, the man will have 
to assign to them at least $19.80 a 
month to which the government wiil 
add $25. making a total 
of 
$44.SO 
which they are sure to receive. 


The old pension system is wiped out 
by the new and far more equitable 
system of compensation for death and 
disability. 


This compensation differs from that 
provided in any other law. 
It takes 
the family as the unit that is serving 
the nation, not the individual man. 
It 
bases the compensation on the size • f 
the family from time to time. 
While 
a totally disabled bachelor will get 
Only $30 a month, the man Avith a 
wife and four children will get $75. 
Twenty dollars is added if a nurse 
is required; $10 more if there is a de- 
pendent widowed mother; but if he 
loses both hands or both feet, be- 
comes totally blind or helplessly bed- 
ridden he gct.s $100 a month as lonji 
as he may live whether he is married 
or not. 


If he dies from injuries or disease 
received in line of duty, the widow, 
children and widowed mother receive 
sums ranging from $20 to $75 a month, 
according to size of family.

tinction is ma'de between a 
private 
and the highest officer. 


In addition every man may 
take 
out Insurance up to $10,000. at the 
actual cost of furnishing such iiuiur- i 
ance in peace times—the entire

GETSMnY.HONOR 


Paris, Dec. 7.—The 152nd line regi- 
ment,, itself the first to receive the 
"fourragere" both in the colors of the 
War-Ci;oss of the Military Medal, has 
just conferred a Military Medal "four- 
ragère" upon Cardinal Lucon, arch- 
bishop of Rheims, in recognition of his 
bravory in never quitting his 
post 
in his much bombed city. 


In order to 
make 
the 
cardinal- 
archbishop eligible for this 
distinc- 
tion, the regiment fir.st appointed him 
honorai-y chaplln to the regiment and 
later when the prelate was dining with 
tho regiment's mess the colonel pre- 
sented the insignia saying: "Soldiers 
on campaign have nothing to offer; 
we should like, however, to give you 
a souvenir of your visit to the 'Fifteen- 
two' so offer what we value most— 
the 'fourragege' of the regiment." 


The "fourragere" which the cardinal 
will henceforth wear on ceremonious 
occasions 
is 
a 
plaited 
cord 
worn 
around the shoulder like the aig uillet- 
tos worn by American naval officers 
in full dress. 
The first fourragere was 
made of strands of the same color as 
the war cross and was awarded to all 
men of any unit which had been cited 
twice in the army orders. 
When some 
units had won five citations a new 
fourragere was granted made In the 
colors of the military medal. 
But j 
even this was found not to be suf- 
ficient, and when the famous foreign 
legion had won six citations, a third 
fourragere, woven in red, the color of 
the legion of honor, was 
instituted 
for units that exceed five citations.

SWEET POTATO BREAD. 


One quart of baked and mashed sweet 
potatoes, 1 1-2 cupfuls water, I 1-2 cup- 
fuls flour, 1 pint warm milk, 2 tablc- 
spoonfuls butter, 1 teaspoonful salt, 1-2 
cake compressed yeast. 
The sweet pota- 
toes must 
first bi.' baked, peeled 
and 
mashed. 
The warm milk, in which the 
yeast is dis.solved, should be put in a 
bowl with the melted 
butter, 
beaten 
thoroughly, and set in a warm 
place 
ovemight.*^ Ne.xt day add to the mixture 
the potatoes which have been pressed 
through a sieve, and gradually add the 
flour, thrice sifted. Beat the mixture to 
a light sponge and set in warm place to 
rise till double its size. Knead and mold 
into loaves, place in buttered pans, and 
let rise until light, then bake 45 mniutea 
in moderate oven.

The following letter has been rcccived 
by A. H. Perfoct & Co. of this city from 
H. E. Barnard, federal food adniinistrntor 
for Indiana, in which he sets forth that 
farmers cannot use a mill as a storehouse 
for flour: 


"The rules {jovcrning the licensed miller 
prohibit him from continuing the practice 
so long in vogue of allowing the farmer 
to store Jiis wheat at 
the mill to 
be 
ground during the winter as he may need 
flour. 
When a farmer brings wheat to 
the mill he must be paid for it or given 
credit ou the nailer'» books. AH he takes 
flour from the mill from time to time for 
the needs of his family he will pay the 
miller for it at the going price. 
The 
miller will allow the fanner only a suf- 
ficient amount of flour for his temporary 
needs. 
We hold that no family should 
be allowed to have on hand more than 
one barrel of flour, and in the case of 
person» living in town this supply should 
be limited to one twenty-five |)ound sack. 


"The regulations governing the holding 
of commodities stich as beef, pork and 
lard, do not allow these goods to Ikí car- _ 
ried except for a limited period but li-' 
censed establishments. 
Fn the case of - 
farmers raising and butchering their own I 
hogs and cattle, I shall rule that they will i 
be permitted to follow their usual prac- 
tice of putting down in salt or pickle | 
sufficient pork, beef and lard to last them 
during the season of scant or no produc- 
ción. 
The fanner will understand, how- | 
«ver, that goods so packed cannot be sold Í 
and that the quantities put down shall . 
not be in excess of those actually needed j 
by the individual farmer."

American Armies in France 
to Attend Vast Mili- 
tary Academy. 


UNCLE SAM HAS THE 
SAMMIES TUTOBED 


Ten Thousand Men 
at a Time 
to Get Instruction in 
Modern Fighting. 


With the American Army in France. 
Thursday, Dec. 6.— (By the Associated 
Press.)—The greatest school of 
war 
the American army has ever 
known 
and which when fully under way will 
probably be the greatest of any army, 
began operations today in and about 
a French town, the history of which 
dates back a thousand years. 


Within fleldglass range of the old 
R o m a n walls surrounding the town in 
which the headquarters and staff col- 
lege are established there are numer- 
ous localities where already men are 
being trained in the science of 
war 
and all 
its 
finer details. 
When 
the 
school is in full progress more than 
10,000 students will 
be 
in training 
here. 


Today there are in operation schools 
for trench m o r t a r work, anti-aircraft 
artillery, anti-aircraft 
machine 
gun 
operations 
and 
sanitary 
work. 
In 
these, complete units, which will be 
attached to divisions, are in tr^-ining. 
There is also an army individual school 
where non-commissioned officers will 
be trained and examined as to their 
fitness for commissions. 
F r o m 
this 
school the American a r m y in full ac- 
tion will draw officers to replace those 
fallen in battle. 


Within a day or 
so 
there 
will 
be 
opened schools in automatic 
weapon 
operation 
and 
other 
specialties 
in 
w^hich officers are to learn the 
ap- 
proved methods of sniping work, bay- 
onetting and other details and return 
to their divisional or corps schools as 
instructors. 
It 
is here also that 
a 
tank school will be opened as soon as 
a certain number qf French tanks ar- 
rive. 
Nearly all the instructors 
are 
French 
or 
British, 
although

few 
Americans are on the staff of the col- 
lege.

more appalling than was indicated Ly 
last night's reports. 
This was a mei«- 
sage that was despatched to Governo- 
McCall this morning by A. C 
Rat- 
sheski, manager of the Massachusetts 
special relief train, after a night spent 
in gathering bits of information from 
trainmen and others met as the train 
sped eastward. 
The dead are every- 
where, said these reports. 
There is 
immediate need of a great staff of sui - 
geons and nurses. 


When the Bay State special reach-»d 
St. John additional hospital 
supplies 
were taken aboard to meet 
pressirR 
demands. 
It had not been humanely 
possible, the authorities said,' to take 
care of the hundreds of injured and 
many had perished during the night. 
In improvised, morgues the dead are 
piled high and unidentified. 
Scores of 
these bodies will never be claimed. 


For hours today 
relief 
trains ra;-: 
through a country buried a foot deep 
in snow, that was whirled over 
the 
fields by a cutting north wind. 
Rail- 
road men said it was cold and 
raw 
at Halifax and that the suffering was 
intense. 
The special had the right of 
way and made a record run. 


The generally accepted estimate of 
the casualties up to this afternoon is 
2,000 dead and about an equal num- 
ber of injured.

Tfl[JffAJ|PlEADSIIEA 


Head of Pennsylvania Says 
Constructive Work is 
the Program. 


New 
York, 
Dec. 
7.—A plea that 
President Wilson and congress "should, 
without delay, order that an equitable 
basis for railroad revenues be insti- 
tuted at once," was voiced by Samuel 
Rea, president of the 
Pennsylvania 
Railroad company in a message read 
today before the annual convention of 
the Association 
of 
Life 
Insurance 
Presidents, in session here. 


"Let us have an end of restrictive, 
.cramping, punitive regulation artd be- 
gin an era of constructive, broadening 
work," wrote Mr. Rea. 
"Let us con- 
sider how much the railroads can wise- 
ly spend, rather than how little they 
can get along on." 


Owing to his duties with the Rail- 
roads' War Board, President Rea was 
unable to deliver his message in per- 
son. 
Instead, he wrote in part:— 


"Let me say, most 
emphatically, 
that neither American agriculture nor 
industry can possibly progress beyond 
the capacity of the transportation fa- 
cilities of the nation to handle their 
raw 
materials 
and 
their 
products. 
When you stop railroad expansion, in a 
country of .such distances, population, 
Industrial and agricultural 
activities 
as ours, you automatically set a dead 
dim it to the expansion of commerce 
and production. 


"As one of the chief of the under- 
lying causes which have been sapping 
our 
resources 
of 
transportation, 
I 
would name the continued failure to 
provide an adequately 
remunerative 
basis of rates. The direct effect of this 
error has been to make it difficult to 
raise and sustain .sufficient capital for 
the 
improvements 
and 
extensions 
which are sorely needed. In the mania 
for restricting the charges for trans- 
portation, the 
financial 
possibility of 
permanently maintaing quality of ser- 
vice seems to have been overlooked. 
Aside from military considerations, we, 
in the railroad industry, know from 
personal observation 
that what 
the 
public and industries need is service, 
rather than the saving of a fraction 
of a mill per ton mile. 
We know that 
there are many shippers in this coun- 
try today who would gladly pay more 
than the established rates to have their 
commodities moved promptly and reg- 
ularly. 
The operating results and the 
net returns of the railroads for many 
years show there has been a constant 
rise in expenses an taxes, and a de- 
crasing return on the investment in 
road and equipment. 


"I do not want to convey the impres- 
sion that the railroad situation is hope- 
less or that the credit of the roads is 
entirely crippled. 
Such is not 
the 
case. 
Their credit can be sustained 
and their usefulness increased through 
the adoption by the regulating author- 
ities of a responsible and unified policy 
of fair treatment in the matter of 
freight rates. 
The government is al- 
lowing reasonable prices and profits to 
industry; why not to the railroads? 


"Such a policy, and not the loan of 
government credit, would, under nor- 
mal conditions, be a permanent solu- 
tion for the problem of railroad credit. 
I do not wiah to be understood as say- 
ing that a government loan might not 
be a desirable expedient if. under war 
conditions, the entire capital market 
is to be absorbed by the government. 
But it should be regarded as an expedi- 
ent only, justifiable, 
if 
at all, as an 
emergency measure. 


"The war is, to a great extent, re- 
sponsible for the present congestion 
of traffic and its movement out of nor- 
ma! channels, but the carriers would 
now be far better able to cope with 
this condition if they had 
received 
more liberal treatment in the matter 
of rates during the past, ,at a time 
when they could have marketed secur- 
ities and financed improvements while 
labor and materials were reasonable 
in cost, and the supply of both ade- 
quate. 
The end of expansion and im- 
provements on railroads is the begin- 
ning of decay and the letting down 
of the standards of service. 
The lack 
of a sympathetic attitude toward the 
railroads 
in 
governmental quarters 
has unquestionably led to apprehen- 
sion as to the future of their securi- 
ties, and this, T personally believe, if 
not corrected, will ultimately affect 
the credit of the government Itself. 


"Notwithstanding 
prevailing 
high 
prices and the difficulty of getting cap- 
ital, it is imperative that prompt meas- 
ures be taken to give the railroads 
relief from the present over-crowding 
of facilities, and a poor Investment 
return. 
Nothing could be more help- 
ful to the country In these trying times 
than the adoption of a broader, a more 
liberal and unified policy of regula- 
tion. 
The railroads are the great re- 
liance of the public and the country. 
The public owns them. 
Public own- 
ership is not a possibility, it Is a fact.

The day for a small 
policy and slow action has passed. The 
railroads have subordinated their in- 
terests and activities; thé citizens and 
our courts are ready for a larger and 
more equitable policy, and the presi- 
dent and congress should without de- 
lay recognize the fact and order that 
an equitable basis of railroad revenues 
be instituted at once, which will en- 
courage investors tb retain their rail- 
road securities and do their share in 
providing the capital which can be 
spared as the government 
demands 
are met from time to time. 
We must 
get away from the present line of con- 
fiscatory return for an equitable return 
on the investment devoted to public 
use. The statistics are at hand to em- 
phasize w^hat the return must be; all 
that is required lis the requisite courage 
to enact the policy in regulation and 
legislation.*^'

Lieutenant Perigord addressed the 
Rotary club not long ago and the im- 
pression he made was such as to con- 
vince the club that all Fort Wayne 
and the surrounding country should 
by all means have the i>rivilege of 
hearing his remarkable story. 
After 
some difficulty, the night of Friday, 
December 14, was decided upon and 
the club then combined with the Red 
Cross to make the affair a brilliant 
success, as the Red Cross is about to 
begin its campaign for members of 
the local chapter. 


At the time of the outbreak of the 
war Lieutenant Perigord was a priest 
serving a parish in St. Paul, Minn. Se- 
curing a leave of absence, he crossed 
the Atlantic with all speed and enlisted 
as a private soldier 
in 
the 
French 
army. 
At long intervals he sent back 
aamples of the laconic post-card mes- 
sages permitted to soldiers. 
He was 
I well and hoped to be sent to the front 
isoon. 
Later came the report, that he 
had been wounded but was well again 
and hoping to rejoin his company in 
the trenches. 
Again and again he was 
wounded and finally, when disqualified 
as a fightef, he served as an interpre- 
ter at staff headquarters. 
In January 
of this year he sent a letter to America, 
the purport of which v/as contained in 
these words: 
"Until lately I have felt 
that I have no desire to .see my adopted 
country again. 
But I have reconsid- 
ered. 
After the war the problem will 
remain: 
'Can America save her soul?' 
I now intend to return, if I live, after 
I can render no more service here and 
spend the rest of my life helping to 
work out that salvation." 


A man of education and wonderful 
personality, with the ability to tell 
convincingly the story of the war as 
he knows It from personal experience, 
Lieutenant Perigord will bring to Fort 
Wayne a wonderful 
me.ssage 
which 
must be heard by thousands. 
Hence 
the willingness on the 
part 
of 
the 
Rotary club to engage the Palace the- 
ater, even to the cancellation of the 
expensive acta which must be pushed 
aside for the evening to allow the big 
patriotic event to be held there.

Halifax, Dec. 7.—Stunned by the mag- 
nitude of the disaster which has over- 
whelmed the "garrison pity by the sea," 
the people of Halifax today bent all their 
energies to relieveing the injured, feed- 
ing the liungry, sheltering the homeless 
and gathering their dead. A heavy enow- 
storni set in early today, and while this 
in a measure impeded the work of relief 
and rescue, it served to aid tiie firemen 
in fighting the flames which still burned 
fiercely in many places among the ruins 
in the devastated district. 


Reports from the impro.sived morgues 
and from hospital.««, cinirches, schools and 
private re.sidences .seemed to bear out last 
night's estimate that at least 2,000 lives 
were lo«t when the Belgian rlief ship Imo 
collided 
with 
the

steamer Mont Blanc, causing the detona- 
tioji of 4,000 tons of trintrotululo, one 
of the most powerful e.xplosives manu- 
factured. 


Help from outside began to reach the 
stricken today.

X. S., and Moncton, N. B. Other trains 
wore reported on the way and were ex- 
pected to reach here during the day.

Protesting Loyalty to the 
Allies, Commissioner 
Here for Wheat. 


New York, Dec. 
7.—Speedy 
death 
from hunger threatens 
the 
greater 
part of t h e population of Finland un- 
less they can obtain flour from 
the 
United States, asserts Dr. Kaarlo 
Ig- 
natius, commissioner of the 
Finnish 
government for negotiatinji the release 
of foodstutTs by the United States gov- 
ernment, in a statement to the Asso- 
ciated Press. 
The threat to Finland 
is not privation or even chronic star- 
vation, he declares. 
Concerning Fin- 
land's needs and its causes. Dr. Igna- 
tius said: 


"In regard to food .siipplj-, Finland 
is worse off t h a n any of the European 
states 
whose 
sufferings 
have 
been 
b r o u g h t before the American 
public. 
For m o n t h s past, our people have been 
eating bread made out of flour mixed 
with pine bark and lichens; but even 
with this expedient we cannot hold out, 
as the 
flour 
reserve virtually is ex- 
hausted, and even our hardy popula- 
tion cannot eat unmixed bark. 


"The sufferingrs endui-ed in the sum- 
m e r were terrible; and since I left Fin- 
land in September they have become 
m u c h worse. 
Nothing can save us ex- 
cept the prompt release by the Amer- 
ican government of the flour which we 
h a v e alreadj- ordered and paid for in 
t h e United States. 


Nevei' Sclf-Supportiug. 


"Finland has never been self-sup- 
porting as regards food. 
Her 
three 
a n d a half millions of people scattered 
over 373,000 square kilometeis of ter- 
ritory, 
have 
depended 
largely 
upon 
foreign .supplies of grain, in exchange 
f o r which they exported forestry pro- 
ducts. 
Before the war. v.e imported 
annually about 400,000 tons of bread- 
stuflfe; and of these about 50,000 tons 
came fi-om the United States. 
The rest 
came f r o m Russia. 
With war. the im- 
port f r o m America ceased and as Rus- 
sia's own food troubles grew and her 
railroad service became 
disorganized, 
t h e import from Russia ceased also. 
T h e n starvation began. 


"All I want i.s the release of enough 
flour 
to save us from death and hun- 
ger. 
Privation we have stood and are 
willing to stand. 
We ask for this con- 
cession and we ba.se our demand upon 
justice as regards the past and upoji 
policy a.s regards the future. 


"As regards the pa.st, we are only 
asking for payment for services already 
rendered to the allies. 
Those services 
have been of groat value. 
Finland loy- 
ally helped Russia as long as Russia 
w a s fighting, and .she is willing to help 
in futui-e if Ru.ssia resunie.s lighting. 


H.1S Been Truly Loyal. 


"During the war, Finland ha.s been 
absolutely loyal. 
Thi.s in the facc of 
great provocation by the now-extinct 
autocracy. 
In September, 1914, in re- 
turn for Finnish expressions of loyalty, 
Nicholas II issued a deci-ec f u r t h e r 
suppressing the Finnish language and 
abolishing what little was left of our 
constitution. 
Yet wc remained loyal. 
W e mobilized our iudu.strles on a war 
basis with a thoroughness and effi- 
ciency which have been acknowledged 
repeatedly by the Petrograd 
govern- 
jpent. 


"All our cities, in particular llolsing- 
fors, Tammerfors, and Abo at once be- 
came munitions workshops. 
They sup- 
plied Russia 
with 
unifurnis, boots, 
leather goods, sh^Hs, c-artriclge.«, and 
machine gun.s. 
In our ports we built 
destroyei-s 
and 
torpedo 
boats. 
The 
f o r m e r minist':>r of war. General 
Po- 
livanoff, informed 
a newspaper 
cor- 
respondent that Finland's war indus- 
trie.s were flourishing and were a model 
to Russia." 


"These 
w.-ir-industrios, 
important 
factors in Russia's resi.stance, proved 
to be one cause of our present lament- 
able plight, and tliaf is wby 
rite 
them as a reason why America should 
help us now. 
Under normal conditions, 
we should have been paid for our mu- 
nitions in Ru.'isian money andJallowed 
with this Russian 
money 
to 
import 
Russian 
and 
foreign 
foodstufCs. 
In 
fact, we wei'o flooded with Russian ])a- 
per ru'oles, but were not allowed to buy 
necessaries of life either in Russia or 
abi-oad. 
V.'e E;oi. so 
far as to 
order 
breadatufl's in Russia; wc even paid for 
the min advance, aiid tlie pi-ovi.^ional 
government promised to allow their ex- 
port to us; but owing to transi>ort dis- 
organization we got nothing. 
Thus we 
suffered directly from our help to Rus- 
sia. 
If 
had not concentrated 
on 
munitions making, we niipht have di- 
verted our indn.'-trial labor into agri- 
cultural 
channels. 
and 
condition.^ 
would not have l>een tiuite so bad as 
. they are. 


H a \ e Done :>Iu<-li for Ku.s.«hi. 


"We su?>ported Ru:-sia in other ways. 
As long :is wc. could, we sent her milk 
and butter. 
We sui)ported a vast Rus- 
sian nuv.il and militar\ jrai-ri.son, whic'i 
alone adds a big percentage to our i)op- 
ulation figure, and we supi)ort an in- 
n u m e i a b l e army—estimated at 200,000 


of civilian Russians, and 
thus 


relieve the food strain in Russia. 


'.'Justice demands that we should not 
be punished 
for our 
past sacrifices-. 
Policy demands that we should be en- 
sured again.st starvation in future. Our 
•war Industries are still mobilized; they 
are highly efficient; and if Russia con- 
tinues the war we can give her greater 
help than she can expect from her own 
Inefficient and 
anarchial 
industries. 
But this will be possible only if we have 
the necessary food. 
The allies cannot 
-expect hungry artisans, whose wives 
artd ehlTdren are perishing, to keep to 
munitions work. 


"Our population is not pro-German. 
I t was, 1 admit, anti-Russian, or rather 
anti-autocracy. 
It 
has always 
been 
devoted 
to 
America, 
England 
and 
France, f r o m which countries in our 


darkest hour we 
received 
sympathy 
and moral support. 
I have myself al- 
ways championed the allies' cause at 
home, and I do not desire to see my 
hungry 
fellow-countrymen 
throwing 
themselves in despair into Germany's 
hands. 
In order to gain Scandinavian 
support, Germany a month ago osten- 
tatiously sold breadstuffs to Sweden. 
Probably she would , do the same to 
Finland, but that is not the kind of 
help we want. 


"We want help from the 
allies— 
which in this case means help from 
America/—^and we are confident that 
we shall get it."

nirs In all their varieties. 


In every walk of trench 
life 
one 
meets the man v/ith strong acquisitive 
habits; in civilian life he might de- 
I velop his bent Into either finance, art, 
; stamp-collecting or possibly burglary, 
i In the trenches the fully developed 
i pasison for collecting souvenirs If often 
I a trial for the collector, for a collec- 
I tlon of any kind sooner or later de- 
mands a place to put It In, and there 
Is no place in knapsack and dugout 
life for a store of gathered treasures. 


The available war souvenirs are sel-

Frederick K. Schortemeier,

tary to Senator Harry S. New, of In- 
diana, and for a number of years a 
reporter on

Indianapolis 
news- 
paper, recently kept a memorandum 
of a few of the calls he or or the 
senator received in one week. 
He 
said: 
» 


"During the week, one of the sena- 
tor's constituents insisted on selling a 
home-made horse-bridle to 
me 
for 
$25.00. 
The bi-idle 
was 
probably 
•worth three or four dollars and, more- 
over, neither the senator nor I has a 
horse, but that did not matter, I was 
to buy the bridle. 
Another visitor 
told of having shot a rabbit for his 
brother who was a soldier. He wanted 
me to pay his fine of $18.50 or at least 
to have the fine dropped. 
A third 
visitor had a mechanical horse which 
he had invented—the advantage 
of 
this horse over all other horses being 
that the newcomer did not have to be 
fed. 
Another inventor had a kite 
which contained a gallon 
of 
nitro- 
glycerine and his idea was to turn"sev- 
eral thoysand of these lose on Ber- 
lin arid end the war in a day. 


"Besides freaks of thi.'? nature," con- 
tinued Mr. Schortemeier, "a senator 
and his secretary are mostly disturbed 
by persons who decidc over night that 
they would make excellent secret serv- 
ice men. 
Not less than a dozen peo- 
ple every week come with the assur- 
ance that they would make excellent 
secret service workers for the govern- 
.ment. 
They must all ije turned down 
for the reason that the government 
now has 161,000 applications for this 
work and that only a few men of long 
detective experience are i)cing taken.

Berne, Nov. 8.—(Correspondence of 
the 
Associated 
Press.)—About the 
only thing 
that 
Switzerland has tod 
much of is peace rumors. 
Travellers 
who come from 
Germany, 
France. 
Austria and Italy say those countries, 
too, are full of talk about the con- 
ferences that are supposed to bo go- 
ing on constantly here between "per- 
sonalities" from-the entente and the 
central powers. 


An Apiei-ican who because of his 
prominence' in local affairs must be 
nameless, sums up the actual situa- 
tion, as the correspondent has found 
it also, when he points out that the 
presence of notables from belligerent 
countries must not be regarded as 
significant because while 
they may 
come here to "feel out" the sentiment 
of the other side, they are not often 
genuine peace envoys. 


Any ])!onosition which any govern- 
ment is willing to advance, or to ac- 
, cepi, can De stated by any agent whose 
presence here is not even noted and 
who is without authority to do more 
than deliver or listen to a proposal. 
No one has been compromised, par- 
ticualrly no one has exhibited "signs 
of weakness" by advancing "terms." 


That such tentative^,"feelers" have 
been put out repeatedly seems be- 
yond doubt, but it is not these that 
have caused the ever-recurring peace 
rumors to circulate, but rather the 
presence from time to time of na- 
tional characters from either side. The 
facts seem to indicate that, if peace 
negotiations actually are going on, 
they are privately conducted, for their 
respective governments, by unpreten- 
tions and more or less unofficial per- 
sons. 


One American asserts that he has 
acted as a "peace emissary" for the 
entente, and In this capacity met a 
German of inconspicuous station, who, 
the American wa^s given to believe, 
was prepared to make a peace pro- 
posal. 
The two met. the German ex- 
plained that he understood he was to 
receive, rather than to submit, a peace 
plan. 
Convinced that there had been 
a misunderstanding, neither would or 
could "talk business," and so they 
shook hands and left. 


Mathias 
Erzberger, 
the 
German 
centrist deputy, one-time "uncrowned 
king behind the Prussian throne," Is 
quoted as having said he had had an 
interview 
with 
an English 
"peace 
agent." 
But it is believed here that 
Erzberger's fellow conferee was one of 
the unofficial kind. 


Something like three years of this 
diet of peace rumors has left the ma- 
jority of Swiss pessimistic. 
Mention 
peace and the average Swiss shakes 
his head sadly. 
Roll a few big and 
imposing names from your tongue and 
he becomes positively gloomy, for he 
is like the child who has once been 
burned by the fire—and has learned 
the utter futility of setting any store 
by the presence of various big char- 
acters from all nations who, at one 
time or another, have been here—or 
have been said to be here. 


That secret, unofficial peace dis- 
cu.ssions between 
representatives of 
both Kides who are not bound and 
hnve no authority have taken place 
and perhaps are taking place is gen- 
erally believed.

Mexico City, Dec. 5.—Much alarm 
has been caused by the appearance of 
the pink 
boll-worm and the boll- 
weevil in the Laguna district 
near 
Torreon, Coahuila, where, it Is stated, 
that the cotton production has suf- 
fere'd seriously, or to the extent of 
35 per cent. 
The whole cotton region 
was 
recently 
inspected 
by August 
Bu.sck, of the department of agricul- 
ture in Washington, who found that 
only the Laguna district was affected, 
and advised the government that the 
only effective method which has given 
the desired results was npt to plant 
cotton in the affected district for a t 
least two years, and If possible for 
three years. 
He stated that he was 
sure that the worm had been imported 
from Egypt when the last shipment 
of seed camc from that country for 
use In Mexico. 


Mr. Busck also advised that the re- 
maining seed either be fumigated or 
destroyed to avoid further infection 
in other districts, and that for three 
years, the soil in the affected district 
could be used to planting corn, wheat 
and other cereals. 


Pastor Rouaix, minister of agricul- 
ture, has issued a circular advising 
the farmers around Torreon to divers- 
ify their crops and avoid a more seri- 
ous outcome of the present situation..

A.ttorney General's Annual 
Report Shows Vast Deal 
of Work Performed. 


HAS KEPT AFTER 


ENEMIES WITHIN 


New Laws Greatly Helped to 
Make Department's Work 
Effective. 


Washington. Dec. 7.—Only 
the cold 
figures 
showing 
the results 
of 
the 
work of the department of justice in 
coping with German plotters in this 
country are given in Attorney General 
(Gregory's annual report submitter to- 
day to congress. 
None of the details 
of the operations oT the secret service 
of that department, touching rJmo.st 
every condition from the romantic to 
the sordid are 
disclosed. 
Most of 
those must necessarily remain untold 
until the end of the war. when a set 
of volumes rivaling the most exciting 
tales of fiction might be written from 
them. 
The attorney general's report 
merely tells the story of results in the 
figures 
of prison sentences which the 
agents of German 
intrigue now 
are 
serving in federal penitentiaries. 


In dealing with the enemies within, 
the department 
has found that 
the 
espionage law, the trading with 
the 
enemy act, and the 
prosecution 
of 
Reditious conspiracy have been fruit- 
ful of results. 


"The government's hands have been 
materially strengthened so that it now 
has power to 
deal 
with 
distrubing 
malcontents." says the attorney gen- 
eral's report. 


Prosecution of I. \V. W.'s Helps. 
"The 
prosecution 
of 
William 
D. 
JIaywood and other leaders of the so- 
ca:iied 
Industrial 
Workers 
of 
the 
World, to the number of more than 
150 in the northern district of Illinois 
is an instance of how these laws may 
be employed for the public protection 
in this time of stress. 
The effect of 
these prosecutions is already having a 
far reaching and highly beneficial in- 
fluence 
towards the maintenance 
of 
order and obediance to law through- 
out the country." 


After dealing with the war 
activ- 
ities of the department the 
attorney 
general passes on to recommendations 
foncerning the civil laws of the na- 
tion. 


Attorney General Gregory renews at 
the outset his recommendations that 
the commodities clause of the inter- 
gtate commerce law be amended to 
meet supreme court decisions, to di- 
vorce transportation from production. 
While the 
legislation 
Mr. 
Gregory 
recommends is intended 
particularly 
to cover the coal roads, it would also 
prohibit to the last degree a railway 
from manufacturing or owning any- 
thing It transports in inter-state com- 
merce. 


Also, the attorney general 
renews 
hi« recojiimendations for a provision 
of law intended to benefit the fédéral 
couits. 
It would provide that when 
a federal judge reaches the age of 
70 year« and refuses to avail hfrn-self 
to the retirement already provided by 
law. the president shall be authorized 
to appoint another judge for the same 
dfstrict to take precedence over the 
older one. 


Under existing law there is no legal 
penalty for sending threatening letters

livelihood and occupation to flock, ae 
heretofore, into the little Cp,untry that 
is trying 
desperately 
o mainain 
an 
upright neutrality and a the .same time 
weaher the storm unil peace arrivHS. 


Switzriand 
hitherto has 
permitted, 
without any material objection, scores 
of thou.sands of strangers to enter al- 
most as freely as in peace times. Now 
action ham horn taken to stop this on- 
ly because her hospitality has 
been 
grossly \ioIated, 
her 
neutrality 
at 
times even .threatened. 


The new rules which will become ef- 
fective as soon as tlie Swiss 
diplo- 
matic and consular official.s through- 
out the world can be notified, require 
that all foiegnors entering the country 
must be eciulpped with iron-clad pass- 
ports 
from 
their 
own 
coimtrie, 
or 
equivalent 
paiicrs 
of 
identification; 
that prior to coming to Switzerland all 
foreigners must furnish to Swiss dip-

those .bodies-that might-be identified 
and rushed them to the morgues. In 
this section, extending from pier 8 
back to Gottingen street, not a building 
was- left standing and-here was the 
greatest loss of life. 


Buildings that withstood • the force 


of the explosion were burned by the 
fire that swept the district and scores 
of the injured were taken from the 
ruins of the railway station, the re- 
finery of the American Sugar Refining 
company, the military gymnasium and 
the arena rink, while few. If any, of 
the several hundred children attend- 
ing the Richmond school are known to 
have escaped. 


Area of Blast Immense. 


Across the narrows in the town of 


Dartmouth the results of the vast dam- 
age done by the force of the explosion 
became more apparent today, while 
reports from towns and villages within 
a radius of 100 miles Indicate that the 
force of the impact was felt and in 
some cases resulted in property dam- 
age. 


At Truro. Amhcrst and other cities 


where the explosion was felt, efforts 
to get in wire communication with 
Halifax confirmed suspicions that the 
wur port had met with a catastrophe, 
but It was several hours before a wire 
was placed in operation to inform the 
outside world of the extent of the dis- 
aster.

THE HALIFAX CATASTROPHE.

'As the traip :-pj reports continues out; of 


''Halifax the mfjgiutude' of the;catastrophe that;

The extent o£ destri% 


tion and the loss';of life make up a tale.of 
horror that permit small latitude for exag- 
geration. A large part of the city has been 
razed by the explosion and much of what was 
spared by that frightful blast has been de- 
voured by the flames that'followed. It may 
he some days before the .loss of life can be 
determined with anything like accuracy, but 
there seems to be no doubt that thousands 
have perished dn .the disaster. 
... 


No reason has-appeared to. make any ques- 


tion that the catastrophe was due to-'-au acci- 
dent. A French munitions ship freighted with; 
several thousands tons • of lugti; explosives w.as 
rammed by another vessel arid seton', fire;' 
The explosion that followed iii the harbor 
probably cannot be described. It can be 
understood only by its consequences. '•There 
is no evidence on any hand to support a be- 
lief that enemy agents had anything to do in 
causing the disaster. No such suspicion has 
been voiced. The hazards that, constantly at- 
tend the transportation of . explosives have 
simply gone against those who were moving 
them. It is to be noted as a remarkable inci- 


: dent that this.is the first disastrous mischance 


that has come about in the shipping- of mil- 
lions of tons of explosives from America to 
Europe since the war began. Its consequences 
are stupendous benanse it took place in port. 


: Had it occurred at sea there would have been 
: 
merely the destruction of the ship and the loss 
of those on hoard. In port there was pro- 
iVided an immense theater of destruction and 
yrh&t happened -was precisely what would 
have been the result of a similar accident in 
pay port. 


The disaster will take rank with the great 


'catastrophes that have occurred on this con- 
tinent. 'The loss of life appears at this time 
to have been less than accompanied the Johiis- 
: town flood in 1889 and less than the human 
.toll taken in the tidal wave that swept over 
(Qalveston seventeen years ago. The material 


) destruction is not nearly so great as the case 
was in San Francisco when the earthquake 
Idndled the fire that left that city almost 
wholly a blackened desolation or in Chicago 
when flames consumed the greatest and best 
part of that city. The Halifax catastrophe 
however, must have exceeded any of them in 
the horror of its accompaniments. Under the 
inestimable force of that destroying blast 
everything withered and crumbled instantly 


Halifax will need help. Thousands are 


homeless and..will suffer from hanger. Thou- 
sands are injured and must be ministered to. 
The city is in the midst of winter's rigors and 
there must be prompt relief of deprivation and 
want that are widespread and have come sud- 
denly. Whatever the need is that this nation 
and its people can supply will be neither with- 
held nor delayed.

Paris, Dec. 7.—The 152nd line regi- 


ment, itself the first to receive the 
"fourragere" both in. the colors of the 
War-Cross of the Military Medal, has 
jusi conferred a Military Medal "four- 
racere" upon Cardinal Lucon, arch- 
bishop of'Hhoims, in recognition of his 
bravory in never quitting his post 
in his much bombed city. 


In order to 'make the 
cardinal- 


archbishop eligible for this distinc- 
tion, the regiment first appointed him 
honorary Chaplin to the regiment and 
later when tho prelate was dining with 
the regiment's mess the colonel pre- 
sented tha insignia saying: "Soldiers 
on campaign have nothing to offer; 
we should like, however, to give you 
a souvenir of your visit to the 'Fifteen- 
two1 so oftor what we value moat— 
the 'fourragege' of the regiment," 


The "fourragere" which the cardinal 


will henceforth wear on ceremonious 
occasions is a plaited cord worn 
around tho shoulder like the aig uillet- 
tos worn by American .naval officers 
in full dress. The first fourragere was 
made of strands of the same color aa 
the war cross and was awarded to all 
men of'any unit which had been cited 
twice In the army orders. When some 
units had won five citations a new 
fourragere was granted made in the 
colors of the military medal. 
But 


even this was found not to bo suf- 
ficient, and when the famous foreign 
[legion had won si* citations, a-third 
: fourragere, woven in red, the color of 
the legion of honor, was Instituted 
for units that oxeocd five citations.

cake compressed yeast. The sweet pota 
toes must first be baked, peeled, and 
mashed. The warm milk, in which the 
yeast is dissolved, should be. put in a 
bowl with the melted butter, beaten 
thoroughly, and set in a warm place 
overnight. Next day add to the mixture 
the potatoes which have been pressed 
through a sieve, nnd gradually add the 
flour, thrice sifted. Beat the mixture to 
a light sponge and set in warm place to 
rise till double it6 size. Knead nnd mold 
into loaves, place in buttered pans, and 
let rise until light, then bake 45 nmiutcs 
in moderate oven. This is a delicious 
nnd unusual bread much prized by south- 
ern cooks.

"The rules ROverninR the liconst-d miller 


prohibit him from continuing the practice 
eo long in vogue of allowing the farmer 
to store his wheat at the mill to he 
ground (luring the winter ns he nmy ne«id 
flour. When a farmer brings wheat to 
the mill he must be paid for it or given | 
credit on the miller's books. As he .takes 
(lour from the mill .from time to time for 
the needs of his family he will pny thtf 
miller .for it at the going price. The 
m'iller will allow the farmer only a suf- 
ficient, amount of flour for his temporary 
needs. We hold that no family should 
be allowed to have on hand more than 
one barrel of flour, and in the rase of 
persons living in town this supply should 
be limited to one twenty-five pound sack. 


"The regulations governing the holding 


of commodities such as beef, pork and 
lard, do not allow these goods to he car- 
ried except for a. limited period but li- 
censed establishments. 
In the case of 


farmers raising and Butchering their own 
hogs *nd cattle, I shall role that they will 
be permitted to follow their usual prac- 
tice of putting down in salt or pirkle 
sufficient pork, beef and lard to .last.them 
during the season of pcant or no produc- 
.ton. The farmer will understand, how- 
ever, that goods so packed cannot )xs sold 
.nd that the <piantiti*g put down shall 
iot be in excess of those actually needed

Its duty will be to delve 
into rate structure generally and elspe- 
cially Indiana rates with the view of 
discovering and remedying inequalities 
•where rates arc too high or too low 
to correspond with the other elements 
of the railroad business and operating 
costs.

grants the petitions of the carriers, for 
rate Increases but in some fnstatices 
the new schedules Trill put ir.tb effect 
i<ubstantial reductions in existing rates.

Has Been Truly Loyal. 


"During the war, Finland has been 


absolutely loyal. This in the face ot 
great provocation by the now-extinct 


. autocracy. In September, 1914, in re- 


turn for Finnish expressions of loyalty, 
Nicholas II issued a decree further 


• 
suppressing'the Finnish language and 
abolishing what little was left of our 
constitution. Yet we remained loyal. 
We mobilized our industries on a war 
basis with a thoroughness and effi- 
ciency which have been acknowledged 
repeatedly by the Petrograd govern- 
ment. 


"All our cities, in particular Holsing- 


fora, Tammerfors, and Abo ut once be- 
came munitions workshops. They sup- 
plied Russia 
with 
uniforms, boots, 


leather goods, shells, cartridges, and 
machine guns. In our ports we built 
-destroyers and torpedo boats. The 
former minister of war, General Po- 
'llyanoft', informed a newspaper cor- 
respondent that Finland's war indus- 
tries were flourishing and were a model 
' to- Russia:'" 


~ "These 'war-Industries, important 
•factors in Russia's resistance, proved 
to be one cause of our present Inmcnt- 


• able plight, and that is why we cite 
them' as a reason why America should 
help us now. Under normal conditions, 
wo should have been paid for our mu- 
nitions in Russian money and allowed 
with this Russian money to Import 
Russian and foreign foodstuffs. 
In 


fact, we were flooded with Russian pa- 
per rubles, but were not allowed to buy 
necessaries of life cither in Russia or 


, abroad. 
\Vo got .so far an to order 


breadstuff^ In Russia; we even paid for 
the mln advance, and the provisional 
government promised to allow their ex- 
port to us; but owing to transport dis- 
organization we got nothing. Thus we 
suffered directly from our help to Rus- 
Riaf.

patriotic organizations, is the scheme 
for creating a permanent organiza- 
tion In each county to conduct the 
various war time campaigns for funds. 


The Rotary club at Elkhart some- 


time ago took action preliminary to a 
local movement for the 
better co- 


ordination of war 
fund campaign 


forces. 
In harmony with the Elkhart 


county council of defense this project 
now Is being worked out. 


In the meantime the state council• 


of defense, assisted by the Vigo county ' 
council of defense, is studying a plan 
used at Peorla, 111., where patriotic 
citizens subscribed to a central or 
general permanent county war fund, 
agreeing to pay a stated sum monthly 
into the fund, the money thus gath- 
ered being used as required to meet 
the county's quota for the'Red Tri- 
angle, for the Red Cross and for other 
war ends, including the war library 
fund, the camp mess and comfort 
:und, the decreational fund, etc. 


In this same connection the state 


council of defense is considering the 
feasibility and utility of a 
Henry 


county idea, now being put in effect 
and operation by the Henry county 
council of defense. This Henry coun- 
ty system includes a card index of 
citizens who have contributed to var- 
ious war funds, with a record of each 
person's patriotic offerings, his possi- 
bilities and what ought to bo expected 
from him from time to time. Slackers, 
or those who refuse to help win the 
war, are carefully indexed and es- 
pecially reported for proper treat- 
ment at the hands of the defense coun- 
cil.

Austria and Italy say those countries, 
too. are full of talfc about the con- 
ferences that are supposed to bo go- 
ing on constantly here between "per- 
sonalities" from- the entente and the 
central powers. 


An American who because of his 


prominence in local affairs must be 
nameless, sums up the actual situa- 
tion, as the correspondent has found 
it also, when he points out that the 
presence of notables fvorn belligerent 
countries must- not be regarded 
as 


significant because while they may 
come here to "feel out" the sentiment 
of the other side, they are not often 
genuine peace envoys. 


Any pvonosition which .any govern- 


ment is willing to advance, or to ac- 
cei'i. can be stated by'any agent whose 
presence here is not even noted and 
who is without authority to do more 
than deliver or listen to a proposal. 
Xo one has been compromised, par- 
ticualrly no one has exhibited "signs 
of weakness" by advancing "terms. 


That such tentative "feelers" - have 


been put out repeatedly seems be- 
yond doubt, but'it is not these that 
have caused the ever-recurring peace 
rumors to circulate, but rather the 
presence from time to time of na- 
tional characters from either side. The 
facts seem to indicate that, if peace 
negotiations actually are going on, 
they are privately conducted, for their 
respective governments, by unpreten- 
tious and more or less unofficial per- 
sons. 
One American asserts that he has 


acted as a "peace emissary" for the 
entente, and in this capacity met a 
German of inconspicuous station, who 
the American was given to believe 
was prepared to make a peace pro- 
posal. The two met, the German ex- 
plained that he understood he was to 
receive, rather than to submit, a peace 
plan. Convinced that there had been 
a misunderstanding, neither would or 
could "talk business," and so the} 
shook hands and left. 


Mathias Brzberger, the 
German 


centrist deputy, one-time "uncrowns 
king behind the Prussian throne," i 
quoted as having said he had had an 
interview with an English "peac 
,gent." But it is believed here tha 
rzberger's fellow conferee was one o 
he unofficial kind. 


Something like three years of th 


diet of peace rumors has left the ma- 
jority of Swiss pessimistic. Mention 
peace and the 'average Swiss shakes 
his head sadly. Roll a few big and 
imposing names from your tongue and 
he becomes positively gloomy, for he 
is like the child who has once been 
burned by the fire—and has learned 
the utter futility of setting any store 
by the presence of various big char- 
acters from all nations who, at one 
time or another, have been here—or 
have been said to bo here. 


That secret, unofficial peace dis- 


cussions between representatives 
of 


both aides who are not bound and 
have no authority have taken place 
and perhaps are taking place is gen- 
erally believed.
